
Tradespeople strike settled

McGill tradespeople ended last 
week’s strike after negotiating a 
settlement with the McGill admini- 
stration on Friday. 

The dispute concerned the 
wording of a contract workers and 
administration agreed on last 
spring. According to union repre- 
sentative Albert Robillard the text 
did not reflect the principles of the 
agreement. Specifically under dis- 
pute was the allocation of floating 
holidays by management. 

According to union representa- 
tives, “We had negotiated and ob- 
tained that the number of statutory 
holidays would include four float- 
ing days, and if these days are 
‘floating’, then employees should 



SSMU to meet Ryan

Students’ Society may finally 
get a say in pressuring the Québec 
government to reform its discrimi- 
natory loans and bursaries policy. 

Tomorrow, members of the Stu- 
dents’ Society of McGill Univer- 
sity (SSMU) will meet with provin- 
cial Minister of Education Claude 
Ryan to discuss any planned 
changes to the policy. 

Several other Québec universi- 
ties will also attend this meeting. 
According to SSMU VP External 
Mark Cameron, these universities 
are not members of the provincial 
student coalition, L’Association 
nationale des étudiantes et étudi- 
ants du Québec (ANEEQ). 

ANEEQ has been active for two 
years in trying to get Québec to 
change its policies. The association 
has organised a three-day student 
strike, and two large demonstra- 
tions protesting government inac- 
tion on this issue. 

McGill’s non-participation in 
these actions was determined by 
.003 per cent of the student body at 
last Thursday’s empty General 
Assembly meeting. McGill stu- 
dents rejected ANEEQ’s strike 
mandate, while accepting its more 
moderate proposals. 

According to Cameron, Ryan 
plans to send a list to ANEEQ, to 
inform them of future reforms and 
to try to dissuade them from strik- 
ing. 

Cameron announced these de- 
velopments at an SSMU Council 
meeting yesterday. 

VP Finance to be elected. 

Council passed a resolution that 
as of tli- year 1989-90, the SSMU 
Vice 1 resident Finance will be 



elected from among the general 
student body rather than from 
among pre-elected councillors. 

This amendment to the SSMU 
constitution was the only one, out of 
a long list of constitutional and 
by-law amendments proposed by 
Arts representative Montgomery 
Shillington, that was even consid- 
ered by Council. The other amend- 
ments were tabled until second 
semester. ■ 

Shillington’s amendments 
would change the SSMU constitu- 
tion considerably and Executive 
members said they needed more 
time for discussion and debate on 
the issues raised. 

One controversial amendment 
would allow students to initiate 
direct changes to the SSMU consti- 
tution and by-laws through a Stu- 
dents Initiated Referendum (SIR). 
According to the SIR, a petition 
must be signed by at least 500 
McGill students approving the 
Constitution or By-Law changes. 
The changes are then taken to refer- 
endum. 

Currently, however, students 
wishing to amend the SSMU Con- 
stitution must have their proposal 
signed by four Council members. It 
can go to referendum only if it 
passes by a two-thirds majority at 
Council. 

According to Shillington, the 
amendment concerning open elec- 
tions for VP Finance was "the least 
controversial of all the proposed 
changes.” He hopes the Council 
will at least consider the remaining 
amendments sometime this semes- 
ter. 



Students to have safe sex 
Two condom machines arc to be 



purchased by Students’ Society of 
McGill University (SSMU) and 
installed in washrooms of the Un- 
ion Building. Council unanimously 
passed a motion yesterday, con- 
firming the purchase. 

Last year, condom machines 
were installed, one each, in the 
men’s and women’s washrooms. 
They were ripped off the walls soon 
after, and have not yet been re- 
placed. The proposed machines 
will cost SSMU a total of $1 400. 

When Councillors queried 
whether the new buys would be 
protected from being vandalised 
again, SSMU President Nancy 
Coté said, “this is a special type of 
machine and will be secured to the 
walls so they can’t be pried off.” 
She suggested the machines could 
be put in “a sort of cage" or have 
“metal bars around them,” for addi- 
tional security. 



New I.D.S can be marked for 
referendum. 

According to SSMU VP Internal 
Amanda Kalhok, new McGill iden- 
tification cards can be “marked” by 
returning officers to prevent dupli- 
cate voting in next month’s SSMU 
elections. 

This decision overturned one 
which proposed that SSMU spend 
$11,000 to mail out voter-cards to 
all university students because the 
administration did not want to dis- 
figure or damage new IDs. In a 
previous interview with the Daily, 
Registrar J.P. Schuller said the old 
method of puncturing IDs would 
invalidate the new, computerised 
ones. 

A compromise has been reached 
by which IDs can be marked with 
“Xs”. 



be able to take them when they wish 
after advising an immediate supe- 
rior in writing." 

But as outlined in the Negotiat- 
ing Committee's information let- 
ter, “The employer wants to force 
the empoyees to use these floating 
days during the Christmas period, 
in order to close the university the 
afternoon of December 21.” 

In the new settlement, reached 
October 21 , the McGill administra- 
tion will maintain jurisdiction over 
the Christmas season days off. 
There will be two floating holidays 
in the 1988-89 year. According to 
Director of University Relations 
Jcan-Picrre Morin the number of 
floating holidays still has to be de- 
termined for 1989-90, but there 
will be a minimum of two. 



AIDS research 
is dangerous

TORONTO (CUP) — AIDS 
patients involved in a nationwide 
experimental drag test arc playing 
Russian roulette with their lives, 
says aToronto AIDS activist group. 

Half the 80 subjects at Halifax, 
Montréal, Toronto, and Vancouver 
universities or teaching hospitals 
arc taking the drag aerosolized pen- 
tamidine (AP) to treat AIDS-re- 
lated pneumonia. 

The others, all of whom are 
AIDS patients with one bout of 
life-threatening pneumonia behind 
them, get a placebo— a ‘sugar pill’. 

After six months, the results are 
compared to see if AP prevents or 
treats pneumocystis carinii pneu- 
monia (PCP), a major cause of 
death among AIDS patients. 

But the drug is already widely 
used in the United States to treat 
PCP. 

Aids Action Now (AAN), a 
Toronto lobby group, says it is 
unethical to deny patients in life- 
threatening situations a drag which 
is already in use. 

“Indeed, there is every reason to 
believe that some individuals in the 
placebo arm of the trial will die of 
PCP before the study is com- 
pleted," states a letter sent by AAN 
to the University of Toronto last 
month. 

AIDS, or Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome, is a fatal 
virus which blocks the body’s 
immune system. 

But Jim Keffer, vice-president 
of research at the University of 
Toronto said subjects are better off 
because they have access to pen- 
tamidine. Normally, AIDS patients 



have to travel to the U.S. to buy the 
drug, because pentamidine use is 
restricted in Canada. 

“The patients are watched very 
carefully. If one of the placebo pa- 
tients shows laboratory evidence of 
PCP, they arc taken right off the 
placebo and put on AP,” he said. 

Nathaniel Pier, a clinicist and 
AIDS activist in New York City 
who spoke in Toronto last month, 
believes that careful observation 
isn’t possible. 

“This type of close follow-up 
will not occur. Researchers don’t 
have the lime to shepherd 100 to 
200 people. The doctors involved in

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Occupational Therapy 



The occupational therapy students at McGill University are holding an 
exhibition to promote awareness of their profession. 

An Occupational Therapist is part of a team of professionals who help back on 
the road to recovery after accident or illness of a physical or psychiatric nature. 

A complete picture of who the patient is and wants to be is developed: the 
approach taken by the Occupational Therapist (OT) is holistic. The person’s mental, 
physical and social abilities give the OT the framework to work with and build upon. 

There are many activities of daily life that people take for granted (brushing our 
teeth, feeding ourselves, answering the phone, walking) which present enormous 
difficulties to the handicapped. The role of the OT is to build upon the remaining 
skills of the patient, by using daily activities in working towards independence. 

The OT also assists the elderly by providing the physical structures which make 
life easier around the home. These can be modifications such as changing the height 
of cupboard shelves in the kitchen, to building rampways and hand rails. OTs are 
as much versed ergonomics as they are in social, psychological and psychomotor 
fields. 

Some aspects of an OT’s work with children include learning disabilities, 
developmental deficits, and physical disabilities. Therefore an integral knowledge 
of child development provides the basis for programmes that will assist the child to 
adjust to the demands of school and society. 

The diversity of the field will be further illustrated with many more examples 
during 1988 National Occupation Therapy WeckTrom October 24 to 28, 1988.

Last night as I was walking out 
of Gen’s with a friend, a Ugandan 
man walked up to us. He asked us 
if we knew first aid. Wondering 
why he should ask, we asked him 
what was wrong. “A white man is 
dying over there,” he said. 

We followed him to the large 
window adjoining the men’s room. 
Peering down, the three of us saw a 
homeless man sleeping on the 
grate. "Oh, he’s not dying,” we 
explained "he’s only sleeping.” He 
had a puzzled look. “If I were to 
place you on a grate outside in the 
rain would you sleep?” 



“No,” I thought to myself, and I 
had no answer for the man. 

As my friend walked away, I 
said to the Ugandan man, “Some- 
thing you said before is really both- 
ering me.” He looked startled, 
wondering if he’d said something 
wrong. “Why did you say that the 
man you thought dying was 
white?” He opened his mouth as if 
to speak... “I want you to know,” I 
said, “if you’d told us there was a 
have come with you.”

stunned. 

I told him that things are not 
perfect in this country, that some 
people do not have homes, that 
there is certainly prejudice. But I 
also told him that the criteria fo* 
utilizing first aid knowledge is not 
based on the colour of skin — nei- 
ther is being friends with someone. 

We went on to talk about our 
countries and some differences that 
we both found difficult to under- 
stand. I told him that people my age 
thought about South Africa and it’s 
neighbouring countries, and that I 
did understand (not really, though,

I write this letter to point out 
errors and discrepancies in David 
Latulippe’s letter of October 21, 
1988. His "epistle” tried allegedly 
to discredit critiques of Israel’s 
repression in the West Bank and of 
Zionism in general. Latulippe pre- 
tended that criticism of Israel by the 
Third World had been a tradition 
since 1948, and was motivated by 
their hatred of the U.S., and by the 
desire to please oil-rich Arab coun- 
tries. To begin with, most of the 
Third World countries did not exist 
in 1948 — they were colonies — 
those which did — in Latin Amer- 
ica-voted for the creation of a 
Jewish state in 1947. Second, as 
they came into existence, the Third 
World countries, in Asia and Af- 
rica, developed excellent economic 
and political tics with Israel. Is- 
rael’s annexation of the West bank 
and her lawless war-mongering in 
uiS Middle East, however, alien- 
ated the sympathy of former colo- 
nized nations by imposing Israeli 
colonialism on the Palestinians. 
This, and not Arab oil begot Third 
World dislike of Israel. Latulippe 
accuses Arabs - he does not like the 
word Palestinians — of being con- 
genital terrorists; as opposed to a 
single case of terrorism carried out 
by a loony group— the Irgun and 
the Stem gang in 1948 — and dis- 
avowed by the Haganah the official 
jewish underground army, this just 
untrue. The Haganah carried out in 
1948-49 massive terrorist raids — 
including massacres — against hun- 
dreds of Palestinian towns and vil- 
lages, clearing most Palestinians 
out of what became pre— 1967 Is- 
rael, and turning their hapless vic- 
tims into refugees in Lebanon, 4 
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Syria, Jordan and Egypt, since 
1949, there were other cases of Is- 
raeli terrorism such as the attempt 
to bomb Western embassies in 
Cairo (1954) to causes a conflict 
between Egypt and the West; the 
slaughter of Israeli Arabs in kafr 
Kassem in 1956; and who can for- 
get the isracli participation in the 
butcheries at Sabra Shatila in 1982? 
As for the need to keep the West 
Bank to ensure Israel’s security, it is 
mind-boggling. The state that, with 
impunity, destroyed twice Lebanon 
(1978 and 1982); blew up the Iraqi 
nuclear plant in 1981; defeated four 
times the combined strength of its 
Arab neighbours (1948-49, 
1956,196701970, 1973); and 
boasts arrogantly about being the 
third largest military power, has 
nothing to fear from the stone- 
throwing, adolescent boys and girls 
of the Occupied territories. Israel 
keeps the territories for economic 
and sentimental reasons. West 
Bank Palestinians are a source of 
cheap labour for Isracli business, a 
captive market for Israeli goods, 
and a source of food for Isracli 
mouths. Finally, Israelis — and not 
just weirdos likeMeir Kahane— arc 
still convinced that the West bank is 
theirs because the Bible says so, and 
that Palestinians arc a pack of 
Amalckitcs, barely tolerated in 
Eretz, Israel. With this I finish, and 
I hope that any further comments on 
Israel will show a greater respect 
for the truth.

SASKATOON (CUP) — The 
University of Saskatchewan stu- 
dent council wants the Canadian 
Federation of Students to renounce 
its pro-choice policy statement at 
the lobby group’s upcoming con- 
ference.

history of placebo testing on termi- 
nal cancer patients. What makes 
AIDS different is that it’s politi- 
cally fashionable to be concerned 
about those affected by AIDS.” i 

Placebo testing of aerosolized 
pentamidine was approved in Can- 
ada by Health and Welfare Canada 
last spring and began several 
months later. The trial, designed 
and conducted by Canadian drug 
company Fisons Corp. Ltd., in- 
volves testing 300 patients over a 
six-month period. To date, about 
80 people arc participating in the 
study. 

There are 2040 AIDS patients in 
Canada. Of these, 1149 have had 
one bout of PCP. 

Pentamidine is used in the 
United States on an experimental 
basis to prevent PCP. The drug also 
treats PCP when it is intravenously 
fed to AIDS patients. 

Two studies at San Francisco 
Hospital have shown that pen- 
tamidine helps in the' prevention 
and treatment of PCP. However, 
further testing is required beforé the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administra- 
tion will officially approve of pen- 
tamidine as a drug used to prevent 
PCP. 

The research conducted in the 
U.S. is “anecdotal" and needs to be 
tested further in Canada, according 
to Michael Davis, director of clini- 
cal trials for the Federal Centre for 
AIDS at Health and Welfare Can- 
ada. 

In the Health Protection Branch, 
there are no specific guidelines for 
what is considered acceptable re- 
search. Cases are evaluated on an 
individual basis. 

“The law (in Canada) is that 
somebody who wishes to market a 
drug must demonstrate that the 
drag is safe and effective for the 
purposes and conditions of use," 
said Davis. 

“The only way to design an 
experiment to sec if a drug works is 
to compare it to something else 
which may be a placebo," he said, 
those studies are almost 
non-existent," he said. 

Bernard Dickens, chair of the 
University of Toronto committee 
which formulates research policy 
for experiments involving humans, 
said that the pentamidine testing is 
consistent with research for other 
diseases. 



“If we said free trade was a good 
thing, probably a large percentage 
of the students would not agree with 
that, so we can’t lobby on that. It’s 
the same with abortion. We don’t 
feel we can take a stand on that,” 
said student council VP external, 
Lori Stcrie. 

The statement can be found in a 
section of the CFS policy manual 
titled “The Rights of a Woman 
Student" It upholds “the right of a 
female student, in the case of preg- 
nancy, to have access to a full range 



of options and to be able to freely 
exercise whatever decision she 
makes.” 

Robin Gordon, a University of 
Saskatchewan Womens’ Centre 
member doesn’t think the council’s 
decision reflects a neutral position. 

“The point is that reproductive 
rights arc necessary for equality," 
said Gordon, adding that she thinks 
deleting the policy is the same as 
taking a stand against that equality. 

“The way the clause is worded 
should be acceptable to everyone — 



St-Francis Xavier (a Catholic uni- 
versity in Nova Scotia) accepted it 
I don’t know where the opposition 
is coming from here.” 

Gordon is angry there was no 
discussion allowed prior to the 
council’s decision. “It’s fine to say 
there was a disagreement with this 
clause. But the Women’s Centre 
wasn’t contacted, the student news- 
paper wasn’t contacted — there was 
no chance for the other side to ex- 
press their opinions." 

But Stcnc says the motion had to 



go through quickly to meet a deaef- 
line. A notice of motion has to go to 
CFS six weeks prior tp the meeting, 
she said.

Festive cinema festival

It's midnight on a rainy Tues- 
day and for the past ten minutes 
I and about twenty other people 
have been watching the late- 
night screening of a video in a 
back-room movie theatre on St- 
Laurent Blvd. 

Duras-Godard: Deux ou trois 
choses qu'ils se sont dites is fifty- 
two minutes of a conversation 
about filmmaking versus writ- 
ing, writing versus filmmaking 
between two of the major fig- 
ures of the New Wave French 
cinema: Marguerite Duras and 
Jean-Luc Godard. We in the 
theatre are drawn into Duras' 
sitting room. We are hunched 
around her small table listening, 
reflecting and laughing as the 
two of them go at each other. 

This screening is part of the 
Festival Internationale du 
Nouveau Cinéma et de la 
Vidéo de Montréal. For the past 
seventeen years the festival has 
tried to bring the best of inde- 
pendent filmmakers (and in 
more recent years video-makers 
as well) to Montréal movie fans. 
The festival's first commitment 
is to show works for their quali- 
ties of formal and artistic inno- 
vation, audacity andas catalysts 
for social outrage. There are 
some films and videos by more 
reknowned film and video 
makers (for example, this year 
there are recent works by Jean- 
Luc Godard, Agnès Varda and 
Ronn Mann) but the majority of 
films and videos are those pro- 
duced with a low budget by 
filmmakers unknown to mass 
audiences. 




FILMS ABOUT FILM 

Out of fifty-eight features, 
ten shorts and fifty-eight videos 
being showrfat the festival there 
are quite a few (such as the 
Duras-Godard film) which re- 
flect on the art of filmmaking. 
Meeting W.Æ, another video 
which has rapidly attained cult 
status, is a conversation be- 
tween Godard and Woody 
Allen where they discuss the 
roles of film and video and their 
own dreams of "one day creat- 
ing the definitive masterpiece." 
Similarly, on the surfac e, Jane B 



par Agnes Vis a portrait of the ac- 
tress Jane Birkin by Agnès 
Varda. But weaving (scripted?) 
interviews with mise-en-scène, 
Varda grapples with the rela- 
tionship between the camera, 
actor and director. In this film 
Varda proves both her virtuos- 
ity and her originalityasa direc- 
tor; she actually makes an hour 
and a half of Jane Birkin talking 
about her perfect life into a reve- 
lation. Other films in this genre 
include les Ministres de l’art, Ser- 
guei Paradjanov and Charbons 
Velours. 



If you're not interested in 
films about filmmaking there 
are plenty of others worth see- 
ing. It appears that this year's 
selection was made with the 
intention of showing works that 
have something new to say in 
both form and content. Even the 
standard dramatic features 
have contemporary, often po- 
litical subtexts and use such 
cinematic techniques as the 
time-lapse photography in Filou 
by Swiss director Samir and the 
mixed mise-en-scène and docu- 
mentary styles as is done in 
Forbidden to Forbid by Lothar 
Lambert of West Germany and 



The Thin Blue Line by U.S. 
filmmaker Errol Morris. 

The video Un Trou dans le 
Tissu by Yves Doyon is a docu- 
mentary which concentrates on 
the stories of five young Québé- 
cois who, for different reasons, 
live on the streets of Montréal. 
Inside Life Outside, similarly, is a 
video portrait of a group of 
homeless people in New York's 
Lower East Side who, because of 
gcntrification, cannot afford 
housing. Shot over two years, 
the video by Sachiko Hamada 
and Scott Sinclair concentrates 
on the daily life of this eclectic 
"family" who face the constant 



threat of eviction from the va- 
cant lot in which they have built 
their own make-shift dwellings. 

Ghosts... Of the Civil Dead by 
John Hillcoàt of Australia is a 
fiction film and is set in a men's 
prison. Hillcoat did detailed 
research on prison conditions 
and discovered that in some 
cases prisoners are deliberately 
provoked to riot and commit 
murder. The reason? To release 
inmates into society who are 
more violent than which they 
were first locked up. Why? To 
justify larger police forces and 
social control out in the "free 
world." The Thin Blue line, like- 
wise, is a documentary about a 
convict charged with murder. 
By recreating the crime, Morris 
made discoveries that put the 
man's guilt in question. In the 
end, parts of Morris' films were 
used to prove Randall Adams' 
innocence and the case was reo- 
pened. The film exposes negli- 
gence and corruption in the U.S. 
justice system. 

The special event of the festi- 
val is without a doubt the Hom- 
mage to Joris Ivens at the 
Cinémathèque Québécoise this 
Friday night. Starting in 1929 in 
his native Holland, Ivens has 
documented almost every ma- 
jor revolution and national lib- 
ération struggle around the 
world. His use of vibrant cam- 
era angles, dynamic editing, his 
sensitivity and understanding 
of his subjects and his passipn- 
ate, unambiguous political po- 
sition are what make his films 
masterpieces. The Hommage 
screening will feature four of his 
films shot between the years 
1929 and 1975, and Ivens him- 
self will be present at the screen- 
ing. Ivens' latest film, which he 
co-directed with former col- 
laborator Marceline Loridan, is 
called Une histoire de vent and 
will also be screened at the festi- 
val.

One important represen- 
tationof structure emergesin 
Rose's use of language.

Rose's longest film. The 
Man Who Could Not Sec Far 
Enough, uses a formal and 
technical structure to convey 
themes of personal identifi- 
cation and the limits of per- 
ception. The varied structure 
and formal shifts in view- 
point portray different 
stages in perception. Rose 
applies these formal ele- 
ments to the framework of 
the protagonist's journey 
from the Throgs Neck bridge 
in Queens, New York, to a 
dramatic, hand held camera 
ascent of the Golden Gate 



Often the most powerful 
and effective works of art-arc 
created not by someone pos- 
sessing a background in that 
particular tradition, but 
rather by someone from com- 
pletely different origins. 
Through the application of a 
completely different perspec- 
tive, this person can approach 
his subject in a manner previ- 
ously unnoticed or ignored. 
Peter Rose, who will be 
speaking as part of Concor- 
dia's visiting lecture series 
this Thursday at 18h, exem- 
plifies this theory— his back- 
ground in mathematics has 
enabled him to develop a dis- 
tinctive approach in film- 
making, video and perform- 
ance art. 

Over the last twenty years. 
Rose has built a strong foun- 
dation within the art world. 
He has taught film as an assis- 
tant professor at the Philadel- 
phia College of Arts since 
1971. In addition, he has re- 
ceived endowments from the 
National Endowment of the 
Arts, the Pennsylvania Coun- 
cil on the Arts, and the Gug- 
genheim foundation. He has 
even shown his works at the 
Museum of Modem Art in 
New York and at the Whitney 
Film and Video Biennial of 
1985. 

Rose's mathematical train- 
ing encouraged a formalized, 
structural mode of thinking. 
These concepts, however, be- 
came too abstract and Rose 
became frustrated with their 
lack of connection to reality.

What there is, is the mind, the 
camera, the subject, the limita- 
tions and the enormous possi- 
bilities inherent in both the cin- 
ema and the video medium. 
Artistic expression, tool of infor- 
mation, or both? Or neither? 
These are, by their very nature, 
collective art forms. They can 
incorporate all the 'seven arts' 
and need at least two or three of 
them to produce one work. 



Within all the possible combina- 
tions, there are endless opportu- 
nities to create more, better and 
different works. A lifetime of 
work confronts even the most 
seasoned filmmaker. Anything 
is possible as long as there's a 
budget for it. The Festival du
